ICOM IC=701:— The IC-701 from ICOM is similar in locks and size 

to the well known IC-211 all mode @-meter transciever and they mee 

a handsome pair on cne's cperating desk, ‘The power supply fer th 
701 isa separate box which also contains the speaker, The speaker, 
an oval job, takes up most cf the front of the P/S cabinet and hee 

- excellent uality for a communications unit. As in the Drake an¢ 
other fully .transistorized transcievers there is no. transmitter ‘wu. 
ing and likewise no receiver tuning other than the VFO and the co- 
tinuously variable bandwidth cosntrol, ‘There is nothing to buy witn 
the 701, The price covers it all including a very handsome micro= 
phone with built in transistorized amplifier, A gain control in the 
base of the microphone and another gain control on the transmitter 
permit the operator a wide range of mic gain control, An RF speech 
processor is also incorporated as a standard feature and is highly 
effective, The unit also contains two digitally synthesized VFO's 
which are independently selectable so that no external VFO's are 
requ red, Most of the cptional features of other rigs are built 
into the 701 and with its small size and weight it makes a very 
nice package for the travelling DXpeditioners, 


The synthesized tuning takes a little getting used to especially 

on Cl} where the +00 Hz Jumps are a little mind boggling at first, 
Once you get cver that hang-up everything goes well, A microproces— 
sor control unit is one of the only available accessories for use 
with this rig and apparently allows one to punch up the band and 
frequency without doing anything else. This could be a real joy for 
the blind or handicapped and maght make life easier for most all, 


‘There's not much one can say bad about the IC-701, nor would you 
wish to do so, If it has any disadvantages it's the lack of out- 
put ‘power but the speech processing helps out a lot in the pile~ 
ups and those that I have heard on the air sound great, One minor 
disadvantage of the rig is the control circuit for operating a

linear, That is turning it on, The cutpu is not a relay clcesure 
but a 12 volt signal which must be run thrill an external relay and 
thru its contacts to tum on most existing (finals, It's not a big 
problem but a set of closing contacts woud have eliminated the 
need for an external relay. ‘Pertiaps everyghing is diode switched 
inside and there are no relays with an extfrnal set of contacts. 
This is one point we didn't check cut but Fhe problem is not a 
serious one and can be handled by any com tent ham. Other than 
the low output and no relay te control thd final, the rig perfcrmed 
wonderfully well and is a real winner, I even has handles on the 
ends on the rig and P/S so you can easily run with it if you are 
trying to catch your plane fer that rare ps spot.

HAL MOORE CORNER: Tt seems odd that in the Octcber 30th issue of 
Time magazine there was an article on an experimental transistor 
and nothing about it. yet in any cof the teur radio publications. 


Bell Telephone Physicist Raymond Dingle ¢ ad his helpers built a 
semiconductor made of extremely thin alt¢mate layers of aluminum 
gallium arsenide (which they doped) and feitinn arsenide (which 
they left pure). They reasoned that anyjelectrons. donated by. the 
impurity would tend to migrate to the adfoining un-doped gallium 
arsenide layer because of their tendency! to seek what physicists 
call a lower energy state. Dingle explafned: "It's rather like 
the inclination of water to flow downhi ." The new design worked, 
Isolated from the obstructing impuritied in the alternate laytes 
electrons flowed at unprecidented veloc#ties through the gallium 
arsenide layers nearly twice as fast atgroom temperatures and as 
much as 20 times as fast at lower tempe tures. 


At present semiconductors are flat, thejr electrons for all pzac= 
tical purposes flew in a single plane, But with the new layering 
+ echnique Dingle foresees three demensjonal devices in which ele~ 
etrons flow in all directions, That co ld make possible even 
tinier circuitry that would make today'$ minuscule computers Look 
like veritable dinosaiers.
